I as pleased to 
inf ora you of the recent parole on November 2* 1982 of Ruben 
Pra. 




He do not know the current status of Messrs. Boboslavsky* 
Erlich* Arrieta or Kulzanosky. Cases of FEN detentions are 
systematically reviewed by Argentine authorities and ve are 
hopeful that prisoners will continue to be released. The 
current number of FEN detainees is 245 and new releases are 
occurring monthly. He will ask our Embassy in Buenos Aires to 
investigate the status of these cases and to forward the 
available current inforaation.
